The Sixth Winter of Hunger and the 
California Election 


Five million families or one-fifth of the population, a record 
high, will be on relief this winter, is Donald Richberg’s prediction. 
The s sixth winter of the crisis will probably be the most serious 
yet. This certainly does not jibe with the claim that 4,000,000 
have been put to work since the inauguration of the “New Deal.” 
Jf as many were put on jobs, they replaced others, or their jobs 
did not last very long

this winter. The increased high cost of living will require an 
outlay of at least 35 ver cent more than last year even if the 
same low level of relief is maintained. The twenty million dollars 
loaned to counties by the state last year was a drop in a bucket. 
This year the poverty of the California masses is being ex- 
ploited by both Merriam and Sinclair for election purposes. Mer- 
riam’s calling of a special legislative session to pass a $24,000,000 
bond issue, for relief this winter, is nothing but a campaign stunt. 
Now the newspapers are taking up the issue to sway the unem- 


ployed voters. They are taking full advantage of the fact that 
Sinclair’s barter plan is already wearing off. Alt hough twenty- 
million dollars will not mean much considering the mass of

mouths to feed, Merriam’s campaigners shout, “See, Sinclair has 
only pipe dreams; Merriam is doing something practical.” And 
before we know it the strike-breaking governor will come out as 
the “champion of the jobless.”
